Sideshows are back in the Bay Area.

The driver who on a recent 
Sunday was seen spinning doughnuts 
on the Golden Gate Bridge was either a 
trailblazer or adamned fool, depending 
on who you talk to. 

“He was probably high as a kite,” 
Fillmore rapper and sideshow con- 
noisseur San Quinn surmises. “Who- 
ever it was was sick for that — he 
could fall off the side of the bridge.” 

Trailblazer or fool, the driver may 
have been signaling to San Francisco 
the return of so-called “sideshows” — 
stunts or impromptu car exhibitions, 
usually on a public street or freeway. 
Until recently, they'd been a thing of 
the past. 

Quinn, who recently changed his 
stage handle to Juan W. Garza (his 
real name is Quincy Brooks), says that 
sideshows were mainly an Oakland 
phenomenon, owing perhaps to the 
East Bay city’s geography: wider, flat- 
ter, spread-out streets made it more 
suitable for doughnuts and drag rac- 
ing — and less accessible to cops. 

“In the 90s, that’s when it really 
started,” Quinn says, remembering 
how crowds would gather along 
Foothill and MacArthur boulevards 
to watch the spectacle. At that time, 
he says, a stronger economy, based 
partly on the drug trade, had enabled 
some participants to buy "72 Cutlass- 
es or 89 Mustang 5.0s, or even fancy 
European cars. Basketball players 
would roll up in half-million-dollar 
Bentleys. Quinn would show off the 
69 Malibu that had become his point 
of pride: steel gray paint, white leath- 
er interior. 

It’s not exactly clear why sideshows 
began dying off after 2007, or why 





they popped up again recently in areas 
that had never before witnessed the 
trend. About a week before the Golden 
Gate Bridge doughnut stunt, three 
sideshows occurred on a single Sun- 
day in Oakland, creating traffic snarls 
on the 580 and 880 freeways. The 
pageantry began at Port of Oakland, 
paused at the Bay Bridge toll plaza, 
and at one point amassed roughly a 


hundred cars. Bystanders sat on the 
shoulder of the freeway, filming with 
cellphones and posting the footage to 
YouTube. 

It was a highly coordinated effort, 
Oakland CHP spokesman Sean Wilken- 
feld says. Over four years of monitoring 
Oakland’s highways, he’s grown fa- 
miliar with the routine: Three cars will 
swerve from side to side on a freeway 
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so no one can pass them, then they'll 
slow down until traffic bleeds off. The 


cars in front keep moving, which opens 


space for a 15-minute expo. Cars spin 


doughnuts, motorcyclists pop wheelies, 


passengers hang out the side doors of 
speeding vehicles. 

“They’re a huge public safety haz- 
ard,” Wilkenfeld says, adding that 
the danger ripples out: Motorists 


approaching the show have to slam on 


their brakes, while drivers on the oth- 
er side of the freeway get distracted 
and rubberneck. 

And yet, the lure of the sideshow 
persists. In San Quinn’s heyday they 
were organized by word of mouth and 
promoted via pager; now they’re driv- 
en by social media. Changing technol- 
ogy has probably contributed to the 
revival of the once-sputtering trend. 
Evidently, it won't stall out just yet.

BART launches an 
Instagram for bad 
behavior. 


BART has launched a new 


app that'll let riders immediately re- 
port crimes in real-time and, like an 
Instagram for bad behavior, even 
upload photos of miscreants. 

The transit agency says it’s re- 
sponding to demands from riders 
for a silent and discreet way to 
report crimes to BART police while 
they're on a train or in a station. 
So here it is, by popular demand: 
BART Watch. 

“The BART Watch app will be 
free for BART riders to download 
from our website or they can go 
directly to the Apple App Store 
or Google Play,” says BART Police 
Chief Kenton Rainey. “This new 
technology will allow us to part- 
ner with our riders so they can 
‘See Something, Say Something, 
and help us keep the system safer 
and more secure.” 

Once you download the app, 
you can send a text message with 
a description of the incident and 
a photo of said crime to BART 
police. There’s also a “one tap” 
button that will connect you with 
BART Police by phone. 

There are fancy pull-down 
menus that will let riders choose 
the kind of crime they'd like to 
report, including Crime in Progress 
(public defecation), Illegally Parked 
Vehicle, Disruptive Behavior, Rob- 
bery/Theft, Unattended Bag or 
Package, and Vandalism. 

But the most infamous mis- 
behavior on or about BART of 
late has been perpetrated by the 
BART police. When asked what 
the police would do when sent im- 
ages of police misconduct, Deputy 
Chief Ben Fairow paused.

In Vino Bills, 
Veritas 


After the Napa earthquake, 
the wine economists were 
called to duty.

City dwellers may or may not now give 


gas shutoff valves, but many of us are 
probably thinking about whether this 
disaster is going to affect our wine bill. 
Well, good news. Sort of. Wine 
economists say that, despite dramatic 
images of Napa cellars resembling 
the aftermath of a Jackie Chan brawl, 
vino prices shouldn't budge. “If there 
is any effect, it will be very slight,” 
says Jim Lapsley, a professor in UC 
Davis’ department of viteculture and 
enology, and a researcher in wine and 
grape economics at the University of 
California Agricultural Issues Center. 
“The thing to keep in mind is that 
Napa produces only 4 percent of all 


the wine in California.” 

So, if all the wine in Napa bled back 
into the soil, we'd be stuck with the 
remaining 96 percent (and all the rest 
of the wine on the planet). Of course, 
not nearly all or even most of Napa’s 
wine supply was lost. Or, in the grand 
scheme of things, even much of it. 

Vast quantities of wine are 
stored in temperature-controlled 
warehouses not far from the 
epicenter of the quake in American 
Canyon. It’s not unusual for half a 
million or so cases to be stacked here. 
Lapsley says the large warehouses he’s 
spoken with, however, suffered losses 


of “maybe 100 cases.” 

Much of the region’s newer wine 
was stored in barrels, not bottles — 
and a falling barrel is far less likely 
to be destroyed than a falling bottle. 

A number of vintage collections of 
Napa’s finest have been reduced to 
broken glass and stains, notes Robert 
Yetman, a professor at UC Davis’ grad- 
uate school of management focusing 
on the wine industry. But, he adds, 
collectors of vintage wines, who estab- 
lish the market prices on the priciest 
of bottles, are spread throughout the 
country. A collector in Florida or Vir- 
ginia was, naturally, unshaken by the 


goings-on in Northern California. 
Some individual restaurants, collec- 
tors, and wineries were hit hard (read 
about our trip to Napa on page 43 for 
more on this). They will, in varying de- 
grees, suffer. But, Lapsley notes, there 
are upwards of 500 small wineries in 
Napa alone — meaning the effect on 
the average consumer is diluted. 
Some losses, however, cannot 
be quantified. “Wineries may have 
a cellar of ‘library wine, which they 
keep for themselves to see how wines 
age,’ Lapsley says. “Does that have an 
economic value? Not really. But it’s 
irreplaceable.” Joe Eskenazi

Kids Need 
THC, Too 


Republicans love marijuana. 
Pushed by a cadre of Christian brothers 
from Colorado and promoted by CNN's 
doctor-on-television Sanjay Gupta, a 
strain of marijuana acceptable for subur- 
ban squares and the churchgoing set is 
winning friends on the right. Marijuana 
low in THC but high in CBD — cannabi- 
diol, one of the many compounds in can- 
nabis — has real palliative value for 
people who medicine has failed. Specifi- 
cally, it appears to treat kids with (previ- 
ously) untreatable epilepsy. And best of 
all: It’s impossible to get high off of. 
That’s ideal for conservative law- 
makers. After several years of watch- 
ing constituents flee their districts for 
the West and access to cannabis cures, 
they’ve taken action. Eleven states 
have now passed laws to legalize this 
stoner-unfriendly weed, while keeping 
THC-laden marijuana outlawed. A bill 
to do the same on the federal level was 
introduced in Congress in late July. 
The name of the Colorado brothers’ 
strain of cannabis — Charlotte’s Web, 
a proprietary trademark named for 
the first child to successfully treat her 


epilepsy with the product — is in the 
proposed law’s title. 

This same marijuana would not 
have saved Mykayla Comstock’s life, 
her family says. 

After six weeks of exhaustion, 
stomach pain, and labored breathing, 
the Oregon 7-year-old was diagnosed 
with leukemia in 2012. Doctors said 
chemotherapy would work well im- 
mediately. Instead, she got worse. 
With permission from the state and 
from her oncologist, Mykayla’s father 
Brandon Krenzler starting giving his 
daughter cannabis oil. 

This marijuana was the same 
kind that would make you popular 
at a party: It had plenty of THC. It 
made Mykayla “visibly stoned” while 
Krenzler worked out the right dose. It 
also saved her life, he says: Within a 
month, the lymphoblasts — the ma- 
lignant cells — disappeared. 

More than two years later, the 
cancer is still gone, and 
an arduous medical 
treatment that includ- 
ed regular spinal taps is 
almost over. Through- 
out it all, Mykayla 
received regular doses 
of cannabis containing 
THC, tonic that left her 
“laughing, smiling, and 
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playing” while beating back cancer, her 
dad says. 

“We don’t believe Charlotte’s Web 
would have had the same reaction,” 
Krenzler tells SF Weekly, citing the 
studies that showed cancer cells were 
shrunk or killed when exposed to 
THC. 

So what’s a kid — or anyone else — 
to do if they’re in a CBD-only state? 
Move, break the law, or pray — fora 
lobbyist, or a miracle. 


Awareness of CBD is a good thing. 
Knowing that the marijuana plant offers 
healing with no high makes the idea of 
“medical cannabis” more acceptable to 
more people. 

CNN made CBD famous, but the 
push began in California. An effort 
called Project CBD has been trying to 
spread the word for years, and CBD- 
rich marijuana first began appearing 
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at dispensaries like Oakland’s Harbor- 
side Health Center in 2010. 

But CBD didn’t “blow up” until 
Gupta came along. He dedicated a 
good portion of last summer’s doc- 
umentary Weed to Charlotte Figi, 
CBD, and the Stanley brothers, the 
Colorado brood who have won friends 
in Congress. 

The Stanleys are perfect pitchmen 
for marijuana. They are the anti-ston- 
ers: Tall, clean-cut, muscular, and 
Christian, they'd do well selling jeans 
or fragrance. Since Weed, they've giv- 
en TED talks and dozens of high-pro- 
file media interviews. They are also 
savvy capitalists. 

The bill in Congress would re-clas- 
sify Charlotte’s Web or any other can- 
nabis product with 0.3 percent or less 
THC as industrial hemp. ‘This is big: 
While you can’t grow hemp in, say, 
Texas, you can possess it there. That 

would make Charlotte’s 
Web widely available. 
Meanwhile, 
Charlotte’s Web is a 
trademarked name, 
conveniently introduced 
to tens of millions of 
people, including peo- 
ple desperate for cures, 
thanks to Gupta and 
CNN. (The demand is 


startling: SF Weekly has heard from 
people all over the country asking 
where they can get the marijuana 
cures they've heard about). 

So lawmakers are now helping 
push the notion that it’s CBD and not 
THC or the other cannabinoids that 
makes medical marijuana “medical.” 

“And that’s definitely not true,” 
says Rick Pfrommer, a longtime mari- 
juana activist who now works as direc- 
tor of education at Harborside. 

The Stanley brothers know this. So 
does Gupta, who told viewers of the 
“entourage effect”: THC, CBD, and 
other components in the plant acting 
in concert. 

Paige Figi, the mother of Char- 
lotte (for whom the cannabis strain 
is named), is now active with the 
Stanley brothers’ organization Realm 
of Caring. She knows about the en- 
tourage effect, too. But for now, CBD- 
first pushes are better than nothing, 
especially in places like Florida where 
medical marijuana “didn’t stand a 
chance,” she says. 

CBD-only legislation is a good 
start. But the science says it won't work 
on everybody. And if CBD-only is as far 
as it gets, some sick people, including 
kids, won't get the help they need.

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Playground of the Rich 


San Francisco spends a lot of money to child-proof itself. And it works: no kids. 


When your humble narrator 
was small, a treasured place to visit 
was the ramshackle (even then) play 
structure a stone’s throw from Lake 
Merritt. The featured attraction was 
a metallic disc resembling a flying 
saucer at which Baby Boomers would 
shout, “Klaatu barata nikto!” 

Kids clambered over one another 
to ascend the rusting ladder into 
the belly of the hollow spacecraft. 
Oakland was, and is, a serenely tem- 
perate place. But, on a summer day, 
you could fry an egg on that saucer 
or roast a chicken within it. It made 
for less-than-ideal playground expe- 
riences. But who knew any better? 
Your parents told you they were 
smoking “nonpoisonous cigarettes” 
and you believed them. The 1970s 
were an interesting time. 

Ambling through pres- 
ent-day San Francisco, 
the sound of children 
playing may stop 
you in your 
tracks. We have 
so few kids living 
among us. (Chil- 
dren of Men seems 
like a documentary 
here.) Census data ‘ 
reveals only 13.4 per- ‘a 
cent of San Franciscans 
are under age 18 — the 
lowest ratio in the nation. 
That’s down from 14.5 percent in 
2000, 16.4 percent in 1990, and 
24.4 percent in 1960. 

It’s not hard to figure out what’s 
going on. Between the 1960 census 
and the 2010 iteration, San Fran- 
cisco swelled by 65,000 residents 
while shedding 31,000 families. 

It costs $3,500 to rent out a hovel 
here. That’s why the laughter of 

children freezes you; it’s like hear- 
ing birdsong in the dead of winter. 

The meek may not inherit the 
earth (based on demographic 
trends). But the city’s extant chil- 
dren have been bequeathed public 
playgrounds worlds apart from 
skin-melting UFOs or any of the 
other dreck earlier generations hap- 
pily fell off of. 

It’s a bit perverse that our dwin- 
dling tally of kids is left to revel in 
what must be our city’s golden age 
of playgrounds. And it’s also a bit 
expensive. Records obtained by SF 
Weekly indicate that, despite the 
depletion of our playground-going 
population, the city has sunk an es- 
timated $44.5 million into revamp- 
ing playgrounds since 2007 alone. 
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So, “number of city kids” and “pa- 
latial nature of city playgrounds” are 
diverging lines ona graph. But, on 
the plus side, our heavy investment 
bought us happy places less likely 
than ever to maim the few kids we 
have left. 

Craig Faitel is a Certified Play- 
ground Safety Inspector patrolling 
the Northern California region. 
When asked to describe the regula- 
tions governing the apparatuses we 
grew up playing on, he immediately 
replies, “We didn’t have any safety 
requirements growing up.” 

Structures, often crafted 
of arsenic-treated wood, were 
mounted atop asphalt, concrete, 
dirt, grass, or, perhaps most 
diabolically, wood chips. These 
seemed almost divinely crafted to 
fit into an adolescent’s palm; a well- 
tossed chip could knock a young 
colleague from the play structure. 
Since, back then, no one knew what 
a “use zone” was, your pal could fall 
from one structure onto another 
and then onto another before 
coming to a rest in a crater of the 


very wood chips that triggered his 
downfall. 

Well, no more. Wood chips are 
out and “engineered wood fiber” 
is in. The engineering component 
here ensures they arrive sans sharp 
edges, resembling the shavings at 
the bottom of a guinea pig cage. 
You could push a wheelchair across 
these. You could, theoretically, 
dump a handful over someone's 
head. But hurling it with malice is 
a stretch. 

The aforementioned “use zones,” 
in fact, are the hallmark of modern 
playgrounds. Slides and swings can 
no longer overlap. Rotating and 
spinning equipment is often segre- 
gated into their own corners, so ro- 
tating and spinning children ejected 
from the equipment can land with 
some degree of safety. With at least 
six feet between each structure, 
the chances of a domino-like fall 
are reduced — and, Faitel notes, 70 
percent of playground injuries come 
via falls. 

Gaps must be wider than the 
widths of a small child’s appendag- 
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es, torso, or head. See-saws are now 
equipped with rubber dampers, un- 
dermining one’s ability to convert 
them into catapults, a favored pas- 
time of earlier generations. Manual 
merry-go-rounds are enclosed or 
laden with “limiters” which, intu- 
itively, limit the velocity one can 
attain before soaring off the device. 
Finally, you'll be hard-pressed 
to find large steel slabs acting as 
makeshift skillets. Metallic slides, 
Faitel notes, should be facing north 
to reduce exposure to the sun, ob- 
scured via a canopy, and equipped 
with a sign warning those old 
enough to read that supervision is a 
good idea and so is hand-testing the 
merchandise before it’s kid-tested. 
“It’s all pretty high-tech. The ma- 
terials are better. They look good. 
They last longer,” the inspector 
sums up. Then he pauses. “And they 
cost a lot more.” 


The $44.5 million expended since 
07 went toward 38 playgrounds. Do- 
ing the simple math, that’s $1.2 mil- 
lion a pop. In reality, though, 
there was quite a range: $8,000 
worth of work went into the Jose 
Coronado Playground at 21st and 
Folsom; $200,000 was spent on the 
Presidio Heights Playground; 16 play- 
grounds absorbed upwards of $1 mil- 
lion; and $4.4 million was lavished on 
the Koret Children’s Quarter in 
Golden Gate Park. 

The paradox of San Francisco’s 
playgrounds getting niftier and nif- 
tier as the requisite young people 
mandating their creation grow rarer 
and rarer is impossible to ignore. 
But it’s also nearly impossible to 
advance this point any further than 
merely bringing it up. Woe to the 
politician who stands in the way of 
playgrounds for our kids (or any- 
thing to do with dogs or trees). 

The mayor and the supes can’t 
do much to materially impact the 
lives of schoolchildren. But they 
can allocate money to playgrounds. 
If anything, this is a ploy to retain 
what kids we have. 

“It’s a fair way to spend money. 
It’s the right way. Nobody has space 
in their houses. You don't. I don't. 
You can't play stickball in the street 
anymore, says one city politico. As 
for the price tag, “It’s one of those 
things where I close my eyes and | 
just don’t care.” 

Yes, he has kids.

That water pipe that busted open 
in Noe Valley recently not only 
left residents without H20 for 
seven hours, but it spilled thou- 
sands of gallons of precious wa- 
ter during California’s drought. 
The pipe erupted around 3:30 
p.m. Tuesday of last week and 
spilled water along 28th Street 
between Castro and Diamond. 
Crews spent the next four hours 
working to locate the faulty pipe, 
shut off the water, and dig up the 
road to fix the damages. By 9 
p.m., the city had lost an esti- 
mated 20,000 gallons of water, 
says Tyrone Jue, spokesman for 
the PUC. To put that into con- 
text, the average American fam- 
ily uses about 400 gallons of 
water per day. The water waste 
occurred just two weeks after the 
PUC enforced a mandatory water 
restriction of 10 percent for 
those residents irrigating orna- 
mental landscapes or turf with 
potable water. “We know every 
drop counts,’ he says, “A top pri- 
ority for any main break is always 
to stop the flow of water as 
quickly as possible to minimize 
water loss and property damage.” 
The PUC told reporters that the 
pipe could have been affected by 
the earthquake that hit Napa on 
Aug. 24. Or it could be that the 
6-inch cast-iron main, which was 
installed in 1927, had seen better 
days.

The Oakland Tri- 
bune reports that Krista Arata 
Hodges, who teaches history and 
science, received a written repri- 
mand for her online behavior 
which also included referring to 
students as “assholes” and ex- 
pressing feelings of wanting to 
pour hot coffee on them. The 
Twitter account has since been de- 
leted, but not before media outlets 
could grab screenshots of the of- 
fensive tweets, including “I already 
wanna stab some kids. Is that 
bad?” The answer is somewhere 
between “probably” and “yes.”

BOOKS 


In Case of Emergency (Sept. 9, 
McSweeney’s) 

“When conducting the triage of a 
multi-casualty incident, start by taking 
charge.” Thus begins Courtney More- 
no’s debut novel, which follows noob 
Piper Gallagher as she learns the ropes 
of the busiest Los Angeles emergency 
response unit. The narration, which 
reads like an instruction manual Galla- 
gher has put together to prepare us to 
join the team, relays the traumas of the 
job, punctuating the seemingly counter- 
intuitive hands-on lessons she learns 


(“do not treat; only label”) with all-or- 
ganic nuggets of wisdom: “There’s noth- 
ing as painful as desire; wanting 
something only reminds you of your 
shortcomings.” 


The Retrievals (Sept. 9, Wave Books) 
Garrett Caples’ collection of essays, 
written between 2004 and 2014, begins 
with a quote by Richard O. Moore: 
“What is the past but a failed retrieval / 
of what at the time seemed relevant and 
true.” The book maneuvers through 
modernism by taking close looks at 
some of its artists, theorists, and critics, 
spanning such topics as the invention of 
art history and personally collaborating 
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with Humpty Hump. Written in Caples’ 
signature blend of erudition and elan, 
the essays also include photos of some 
of the art in question. 


Pilot Light (August, Plain Wrap) 

The debut collection of poems by Lucy 
Tiven is a sort of conversation with the 
life and work of Mark Rothko. Observa- 
tions that start out sharp might give 
way to humorous self-commentary, of- 
ten ending in revelation (“Iam the / 
kind of rude that takes / forever / trying 
to explain an / abstract painting, // and 
eventually forces // other people to be 
rude / just to make it stop.”). 


To Keep Time (Oct. 7, Omnidawn) 
Joseph Massey’s collection of fierce 
minimalistic observations contain a cas- 
cading effect, where the velocity of the 
word-sounds build anticipation yet stall 
with a density of ideas. “A wordless- / 
ness written / into the dirt writes // it- 
self around you’ as you read these po- 
ems, your mind “lapped // and lost in 
this slow / flowering / of form flowering 
// out of form.” There’s no need to talk 
about escape; here it is offered, and the 
poem’s sparsity reminds the reader that 
to transcend time, one only needs to 
step aside. 


The Louder the Room the Darker 
the Screen (October-November, 
Timeless Infinite Light) 

Timeless Infinite Light makes beautiful 
books, and this new full-length by Paul 
Ebenkamp is a perfect project: dense, 
trip-inducing language play poems be- 
side pages of full-color text art that 
seems at turns to be bursting or spilling 
out of the space it’s assigned to, eventu- 
ally bleeding into the poems, which take 
on their own colors and flirt with a kind 
of copacetic annihilation. The contrast 
is both playful and urgent. 


Thousand Times Broken (Nov. 1, 
City Lights) 

The three books that make up Thousand 
Times Broken, all previously untrans- 
lated, were written by the French vision- 
ary poet Henri Michaux during his 
experiments with mescaline between 
1956 and 1959. They include more than 
two dozen visual works by the poet, 
who is well known for switching aes- 
thetic forms while trying to articulate 
his visions. Says translator Gillian Cono- 
ley in the introduction: “The self? An 
impediment. World? Apparition. Lan- 
guage, marks, drawings, paintings? Fail- 
ures, and with agendas of their own. 
Only the unknown, and within the un- 
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known, only the uncontrollable, might 
be trusted.”

The openly queer Gregg Araki first 
burst onto the scene in the 1990s

It takes a special breed of outlier to tran- 
scend the known limits of human space 
travel. Here, as Christopher Nolan, the 
director of the Dark Knight trilogy and In- 
ception, reminds us, getting that far away 
from it all has enormous benefits, which 
include making a safe world for your kid 
to grow up in, rescuing your entire race 
from extinction, and hearing Michael 
Caine recite the poetry of Dylan Thomas. 


The Theory of Everything, Nov. 7 
While gradually becoming a prisoner in 
his own body due to Lou Gehrig’s dis- 
ease, young physicist Stephen Hawking 
(Eddie Redmayne) found true love and 
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theorized a black hole at the beginning 
of time. It was uphill from there. His for- 
mula for longevity: gumption, a good 
heart, and a rather profound infini- 
ty-awareness.

FLASHBACK 


Did you know that the San Francisco 
Chronicle was delightfully titled the Daily 
Dramatic Chronicle by its founder, M.H. 
de Young? Such enjoyable tidbits will 
emerge during this month's installment 
of the San Francisco Time Travel Project, 
a collaboration between the Odd Salon, a 
cocktail-hour lecture series highlighting 
remarkable “chapters from history, sci- 
ence, art, and adventure,” and the vener- 
able California Historical Society, which 
has been preserving such moments since 
1871. September's theme, “Gilded Lily: 
San Francisco 1880-1900,” promises 
to bring to life the Midwinter Fair, which 
the busy de Young staged despite opposi- 
tion in Golden Gate Park. These lively de- 
cades also held the opening of world’s 
largest indoor swimming pool, built by 
former mayor Aldoph Sutro, as well asa 
sufficiently soused meeting between Os- 
car Wilde and the Bohemian Club. Color- 
ful talks by Odd Salon guests hit the high 
points (as well as some low ones includ- 
ing racist cartography, vice, murder, and 
opium) and are paired with an exhibit of 
items from the Society's collection.

The camera obscura is a pinhole that brings the outside in, refracting the 
picture of the wide world into the manageable space of a room, a box, an en- 
closure. Inverted and flattened, the image works as memories or dreams do, 
making a picture no one else sees the same through the lens of the individ- 
ual eye.

WATER SOUNDS 


From the planet we live on to the 
bodies we live in, our existence is 
composed largely of water. These 
days, drought makes us especially 
aware of our reliance on H2O, but 
the value of water extends beyond 
its life-giving properties. Leave it to 
modern art to illuminate the hid- 
den qualities of this most essential 
natural resource. At Modernist 
Movements, multidisciplinary 
artists and musicians come to- 
gether to explore the sonic dimen- 
sions of water.

Today, photographer Kirk Crippens proudly serves on an arts board in Bay- 
view-Hunters Point but, in 2011, when he was invited to take pictures of the 
neighborhood, he was something of an interloper. The year before, his solo 
exhibition Foreclosure, USA: The Great Recession had earned him the Blue 
Earth Award for inspiring documentary photography. But to capture the 
spirit of a community, rather than a calamity, is a unique and intimate pro- 
cess. So Crippens decided to seek out a source. He walked into Providence 
Baptist Church, a decision that has deeply affected his work and, according to 
him, changed his life. “The Point," the resulting portraits of people and their 
homes, reveals Bayview-Hunters Point at its Sunday best — beautiful and 
dignified, full of power and woe. Crippens has also done a study of the afflu- 
ent Ingleside — there’s an interesting juxtaposition worth a close look — but 
it is to Providence in Hunters Point that Crippens returns again and again.

Silke Tudor 
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Shitman and Little Duck 


An animator invades the art world by poking fun at its biggest stars.

Who is the art world’s master 
comedian? Who is the art world’s Louis 
C.K.? You can make a case for Chinese 
dissident Ai Weiwei, whose steady out- 
put includes a video parody of 
“Gangnam Style” and a photo series 
where he flips his middle finger at the 
Eiffel Tower and other well-known 
structures. You can also make a case for 
New York artist Jeff Koons, notwith- 
standing his anemic 2012 interview 
with Stephen Colbert where Koons’ hu- 
mor utterly disappeared under Colbert's 
quixotic questioning. And then there’s 
Italian artist and animator Laurina Pa- 
perina, who parodies anyone she feels 
like (including Koons and Weiwei) and 
crafts over-the-top videos like Shitman 
and the End of the World. 

In that three-minute work, a 
fecal monster birthed by a nuclear 
explosion laughs snidely as it puts 
discharge on everything in its path, 
including a snowman, a swimming 
pool, school-aged kids, and the White 
House, which Shitman derides as “The 
Shit House.” 

“Help!” Barack Obama yells in a 
squeamish voice after emerging from 
the monster’s gross substance. “Call 
the Army!” 

Paperina, whose full name in 
English means “Little Laura, Little 
Duck,” does everything in her videos 
— the voice-overs of every character; 
the sounds of every bomb, crash, and 
defecation; and the hilarious anima- 
tion that, similar to Matt Groening’s 
Life in Hell cartoon, employs decep- 
tively simple imagery to accentuate 
characters’ manic qualities and phys- 


ical absurdities. Eyes bulge wide in 
Paperina’s characters, all but forcing 
art-goers to laugh — even if they’re 
standing in a quiet museum or gallery, 
where laughter is a rare commodity. 
Paperina’s newest exhibit, “Proud to 
be a Hero,” opens Friday in San Fran- 
cisco’s upper Market area. 

”T don’t want to make serious art,” 
Paperina says in an email interview. 
“You know, the world is bad enough 
to make sad art. I want to have fun, 
make people smile, and to entertain 
people with my works.”

In “Proud to be a Hero,” Paperina 
downsizes America’s toughest, most 
adroit comic-book figures. Batman is 
stubbly and awkward as he displays a 
“Loser” salute over his own forehead. 
Superman flashes a peace sign even 
as his face has cracked and fallen off. 
And Speedy Gonzales is bloody and 
battered as he’s caught in a rudimen- 
tary mouse trap. 
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Proud to be a Hero’ is an ironic 
phrase,” Paperina says. “With this 
exhibition, I’d like to show the human 
side of contemporary heroes.” 

The exhibit also shows the falli- 
ble side of celebrated visual artists, 
through the latest incarnation of 
Paperina’s “How to Kill the Artists” 
video series, in which artists are 
subjected to absurd deaths related to 
their art. In the series, Andy Warhol 
is killed by a man-eating banana; 
Jean-Michel Basquiat paints a skel- 
eton who comes alive to smother 
him in yellow acrylic; and Jeff Koons 
unwittingly urinates on the leg of a 
giant pink panther, who stomps him 
into nothingness. All of Paperina’s 
targets are art-world stars whose 
works, even in death, sell for gobs 
of money. These are artists who've 
made it big — bigger (for now) than 
Paperina, who says there’s no jealousy 
involved in her digs. In fact, in 2009, 
Paperina animated her own outland- 
ish death in scenes that included hit- 
ting her own head with a hammer in 
a pathetic quest to kill a buzzing fly. 

“T want to exact my bloody re- 
venge on the art world,” Paperina 
says with a sardonic edge, then adds, 
“Usually the victims of my works 
are contemporary heroes — that is 
famous-rich-cool artists and celeb- 
rities. So it’s like saying, “Yes, I love 
you, but I kill you!’ Maybe it’s a little 
bit of Freudian meaning.” 

Maybe. But to artgoers steeped 
in the machinations of the art 
world, Paperina’s animations and 
single-panel images are a playful 
guide to art history. In “Proud to be 
a Hero,” Diane Arbus’ Identical Twins, 
New Rochelle, New Jersey, 1967 — a 
celebrated photo of girls wearing 
the same dress and similar gazes — 
becomes Identical Twins, where one 
twin shoves her finger under the oth- 
er twin’s nostril (producing drippy 
green boogers) while the other gives 
an obnoxious two-finger gesture be- 
hind the other twin’s head. Paperina 
subjects Ai Weiwei, meanwhile, to 
the same kind of “fuck you” finger 
that he gives to others. The Chinese 


artist is shocked — shocked! — at 
the gesture in Paperina’s drawing. 

Humor has always occupied an im- 
portant place in visual art. In Art in the 
Lives of Ordinary Romans: Visual Repre- 
sentation and Non-Elite Viewers in Italy, 
100 B.C.-A.D. 315, art history profes- 
sor John Clarke shows how paintings 
and captions poked fun at high-art 
pretensions, and how bowel move- 
ments and other bathroom behavior 
were a viable part of art depictions 
that made people laugh. So Paperina’s 
Shitman and the End of the World is the 
continuation of a long history of Ital- 
ian art — and art from other countries 
— that’s meant to induce a chuckle 
through any means necessary, includ- 
ing scatological references. 

For Paperina, living in the age of 
the internet — and having her an- 
imated characters speak in English 
— gives her a potential worldwide au- 
dience of millions. For now, Paperina 
is content to exhibit primarily in the 
art world. But like Marjane Satrapi, 

a funny artist who turned her Perse- 
polis graphic novel into a big-screen 
success, Paperina may seek a higher 
profile — perhaps through a televi- 
sion series. The potential for stardom 
isn’t what drives Paperina, she says. 
“For me, to do video animation is a 
completion of my art,’ she says. But 
then Paperina contradicts herself and 
exudes the kind of manic energy that 
her characters are known for: “To do 
a TV series should be a new thing to 
try. I love the art experiments! So 
never say never!” 

The exclamation point, and the 
sentiment behind it — that’s Paper- 
ina. Her characters’ nose-picking 
and humorous gestures have become 
extensions of her own quirks. “In the 
past,” she says, “I was a little bit shy, 
but now... not anymore! When you 
look at my works, you look at me, for 
better or for worse.”

Know Your Street Art 


Self 
Destruction 


222 Hyde St. (at Turk) 


On a recent Sunday morning, 
a disabled veteran set up used wares for 
sale — electronics, clothing, anda 
stuffed animal — on the sidewalk of a 
popular Tenderloin intersection: Hyde 
and Turk streets. For many items, the 
vet was requesting just a dollar. But the 
merchandise — including the sweat- 
er-wearing rabbit, who hada cute smile 
but a dirty exterior — had seen much 
better days. “Buy today or it might go 
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away, the vet said to pedestrians ina 
rhyming parlance. Except no one was 
buying. And one passerby said loudly for 
anyone to hear, “Nobody’s going to buy 
that.” Overlooking it all was a giant mu- 
ral called Self Destruction that dissects 
the kind of complicated hell to which 
people subject themselves. 

It’s a brutal world of death, de- 
struction, and disappointment, but 
it’s also an adventure of incredible 
highs, suggest artists How and Nosm, 
the celebrated New York twins (real 
names: Raoul and Davide Perre). How 
and Nosm’s massive wall paintings are 
as detailed as architectural renderings, 
and they adorn structures around the 
United States, Europe, and elsewhere, 
including the Palestinian side of the 
giant wall Israel built around its ter- 


ritory. On their Tenderloin building, 
How and Nosm have depicted every- 
thing from birds with holes in their 
heads to a broken chain covered in 
bloodish red. 

Painted in February 2013, Self 
Destruction is a three-story narrative 
of lives like that of Calvin Gary, a 
longtime street-seller at Hyde and 
Turk streets who, breaking from his 
salesmanship, looked at Self Destruc- 
tion and told me he thought How 
and Nosm were “damn good artists.” 
Gary’s glowing critique is a tribute to 
the way that How and Nosm portray 
tumult. To those who spend hours at 
Turk and Hyde streets, Self Destruc- 
tion is aroad map to the lives they 
have to deal with every day of the 
week. JC

In the close-knit world of sci-fi, author John Scalzi goes his own way.

If you’re looking for a ba- 
rometer of the state of science fiction 
in the U.S., consider the career of 
John Scalzi. 

A California native now living in 
Ohio, Scalzi is the author of 10 nov- 
els, including Redshirts, last year’s 
Hugo-award-winning satirical gloss 
on Star Trek. He launched his fiction 
career through his blog, served 
three terms as president of the 
Science Fiction Writers of America, 
and has become a go-to guy for 
quotes regarding publishing issues 
ranging from sexual harassment 
at conventions to the Amazon/ 
Hachette contract dispute. 

Now Scalzi is on tour to promote 
his new novel, Lock In, a near-fu- 
ture thriller about the aftermath 
of a viral plague that has left one 
percent of the human population 
with “Hayden Syndrome,” a state 
in which their bodies are paralyzed 
but their minds remain conscious. 
Thanks to inhabitable mechanical 
bodies known as “threeps” and 
human Integrators willing to rent 
their bodies for a time, Haydens 
can maneuver through the physical 
world, and perhaps even commit 
murder. 

Reached at home by phone, 
Scalzi talks with the ease and volu- 
bility of someone accustomed to be- 
ing in the spotlight, whether giving 
a Google Talk, presiding at SFWA 
functions, or working the room at a 
convention. 

“T’ve always been interested in 
doing an apocalypse story that 
didn’t have an apoc- 
alypse in it.” Scalzi 
says about Lock In. 

“IT wanted to doa 

murder mystery, ' 
simply because I 

really like mysteries, | 
and this was a way 
to combine the two 
into one particular 
novel.” 

In conjunction 
with Tor, his pri- 
mary publisher, 
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“With writing and selling Lock In, 
we are looking to a larger market,” 
Scalzi said. “Not disrespecting the 
science fiction and fantasy market, 
obviously, but to open it up and 
bring in new readers.” 

Even while he concentrates on 
Lock In, Scalzi has his eye on oth- 

er, high-profile 
projects. Midnight 
Star, a first-per-

as perks. Scalzi’s June 2011 to July 
2013 tenure as SFWA president ran 
fairly smoothly — until its final 
month. The decision to feature a 
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Athena Scalzi 


buxom, scantily clad, redheaded 
warrior on the cover of the SFWA 
Bulletin ignited a firestorm of 
controversy. 

“There was a strong generational 
divide on that issue,” Scalzi says. 
“There were a lot of older authors 
who were like, ‘I don’t see the prob- 
lem with that. It’s a strong feminist 
symbol.’ And there were a lot of 
younger authors who were like, 
"You're kidding me. You don’t see 
the problem here?” 

Scalzi was traveling on the last 
day of his 2013 book tour when the 
controversy came to a head. “I was 
literally on the plane, watching it 
all go up on Twitter,” he says. “I was 
coming into my last month as presi- 
dent but I was like, ‘Fuck, I’ve got to 
deal with this.” 

Having approved the cover 
without thinking through all of 
its implications, Scalzi apologized 
to the membership for his “screw- 
up.” SFWA put procedures in place 
that allowed the organization to 
weather that storm and others, in- 
cluding the expulsion of Theodore 
Beale, aka Vox Day, who used a 
promotional SFWA Twitter feed to 





link to inflammatory remarks on 
his blog (where he called another 
author “half-savage” and an editor 
a “fat frog”). Day was subsequently 
removed from SFWA a month after 
Scalzi’s tenure. 

In his personal online feud with 
Day, Scalzi and his supporters also 
ended up raising funds for charities 
benefiting women, gays, and mi- 
norities. By pledging $5 every time 
Day used Scalzi’s name or used a de- 
rogatory nickname for anyone else 
in a post, the group raised $50,000 
in pledges. (Scalzi capped his con- 
tribution at $1,000, and his readers 
did the rest.) 

Scalzi continues to do his part 
to encourage diverse voices in the 
genre, and he is outspoken regard- 
ing issues that affect science fiction 
writers and their fans. He has a 
standard policy not to attend con- 
ventions that do not have useful 
guidelines for defining and dealing 
with harassment, which can range 
from inappropriate comments to 
up-skirt photos of costumed fans 
and outright assault. Feeling that 
the policies of this year’s San Diego 
Comic-Con were not adequate, he 
chose to hold his signings at a ven- 
ue unaffiliated with the conference. 

“When I made that anti-harass- 
ment policy it was not because | 
was a super-enlightened guy who 
had always believed that this was 
the way it should be,” he says. “It 
was because I had had it beaten into 
my head by people I know and care 
about that the positive experience 
I had had in science fiction and 
fandom is not what everybody gets 
to have.” 

Positive change is definitely 
happening in the genre. With more 
women, gays, and people of color 
as nominees, the list of this year’s 
Nebula and Hugo award winners 
better reflects the diversity of its 
audience. 

“It’s not that science fiction and 
fantasy as a collective is trying to be 
more inclusive,” Scalzi says. “I think 
what is happening is that all the 
disparate groups that love science 
fiction and fantasy have decided 
that they don’t need to put up with 
shit just because they love science 
fiction and fantasy.”

Dream of 
the Nineties

When I was a young queer, 
my local coffee shop was crucial to my 
existence. The coffee wasn’t import- 
ant; it was the community there that 
mattered. It was the place I took my 
first girlfriends on dates and the place 
I played music in front of an audience 
for the first time. But in the late 
1990s, the coffee culture shifted to- 
ward national chain stores, and the 
small community shops started to dis- 
appear. 

Despite the decline of mom- 
and-pop coffee shops, kinky San 
Francisco transplants Ryan Galiotto 
and his wife decided to assume the 
risk of opening one in 
2009. But they wanted 
it to be different 
from the Chicago 
shops they had 
frequented in 
the early ’90s: 
They wanted 
to create a 
place that 
would cater to 
the local kink, 
Leather, and 
fetish commu- 
nities. And thus, 
Wicked Grounds, 
America’s first kink 
café and boutique, was 
born. Galiotto describes it as 
a place where “people don’t have to 
worry about saying the word ‘dildo’ 
and offending the soccer mom at the 
next table,” a place where one can 
kneel to lap up a latte from a dog 
bowl or enjoy a freshly made waffle 
inside a cage. Located in the heart of 
SOMA at Eighth and Folsom streets, 
the café follows in the footsteps of 
other kinky businesses that have 
made their homes in the neighbor- 
hood. Though Wicked Grounds has a 
vibrant community of kinksters who 
frequent the shop for weekly gather- 
ings called “munches,” the place has 
had a rocky five years — financial 
hardships, changes in ownership, 
and even divorce. Galiotto has expe- 
rienced firsthand the challenges of 
owning a brick-and-mortar business 
in this city, sometimes working 
over 60 hours a week as barista, 
bookkeeper, and manager. His com- 
mitment to the café is unwavering, 
and he is the first to admit that it is 
a nostalgic labor of love. 

Asked why he has devoted his life 
to this quirky little coffee shop that 
sells sex toys and has pictures of na- 
ked women in bondage on the walls, 
he responded with a story about a 
long-running event at the café, the 
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monthly Littles Munch. 

At the Littles Munch, adults 
who like to engage in age-related 
role-play socialize, color in color- 
ing books, wear onesies, and drink 
milkshakes. Galiotto’s eyes light up 
as he recounts the tale: “Early on in 
the Littles Munch, there was a guy in 
his 50s, professional, went to work 
in a suit and tie every day. [When 
he] came home, he’d switch to a 
onesie, watch cartoons, and eat his 
cereal. He heard about us, came and 
checked out the Littles Munch. He 
sat at a table away from it, watching 
it, and eventually felt comfortable 
enough to go to the bathroom, 
change into his onesie and join the 
party.” Galiotto wants do more than 
serve coffee to people in leather; he 
wants to provide a space to “help 
people come out of their kinky clos- 

ets.”

all of who they are to the table.” 
As its five-year anniversary party 
approaches, it seems that the shop 
is getting some new life breathed 
into it — or at least Galiotto will 
get to take a day off now and then. 
With plans for kitchen renovations, 
new bondage furniture, and even a 
podcast, Wicked Grounds is earning 
a reputation as the little kinky café 
that could. 

In this city we take coffee far too 
seriously. Four Barrel, Ritual, Blue 
Bottle — these places don’t host 
open mics or poetry readings, and 
you certainly won't find a colorful 
stack of fliers in the bathroom 
advertising punk shows, let alone 
books on BDSM for sale at the 
counter. But never fret, kinky nos- 
talgic San Franciscans, the spirit of 
the 1990s coffee shop is alive and 
well at Eighth and Folsom.

To really understand Dock Ellis, who in 
1970 threw a no-hitter for the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates while tripping on LSD, 
you must understand baseball. Not the 
rules, per se, but the culture. You must 
understand that the sport known as 
“America’s pastime” was built ona 
deeply racist foundation. Well, Ellis 
wasn’t into that. Self-described as the 
Muhammad Ali of baseball, he never re- 
ally took well to the sport’s prevailing 
style of management. But as director 
Jeffrey Radice’s portrait nicely eluci- 
dates, not being craven didn’t mean be- 
ing entirely fearless; in fact, by his own 
admission, Ellis suffered from a desper- 
ate fear of failure, which went hand in 
hand with catastrophic addiction. 
There is no shortage here of talking 
heads to tell us how outrageous he was. 
As one of Ellis’ teammates recalls, “Any- 
body who left the Pirates and went to 
another team, they were fairly bored.” 
But Radice goes beyond that under- 
stated summary, unafraid to confront 
some demons. Almost as fascinating as 
the “no no” (asa no-hitter is more collo- 
quially known) is the lesser-remem- 
bered fact that Ellis wrote a book with 
eventual U.S. Poet Laureate Donald 
Hall. And the important fact that later 
he went on to be an addiction coun- 
selor. He died in 2008, and Radice’s en- 
tertaining film does justice to his 
complex legacy. Jonathan Kiefer 


The Identical 

Rated PG. Opens Friday. 
Dustin Marcellino’s very odd musical 
drama begins with a fascinating prem- 
ise: What if Elvis Presley’s twin brother 
Jesse hadn’t been stillborn, but instead 
was given up for adoption as an infant 
because his parents were too impover- 
ished to care for two children? The ana- 
logue for Jesse is Ryan Wade (Blake 
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Rayne), who eventually becomes a pro- 
fessional impersonator of Elvisian pop 
superstar Drexel Hemsley (also Rayne), 
never suspecting that he’s Drexel’s twin 
in spite of the blatantly obvious evi- 
dence. There are also hints of The Jazz 
Singer, as Ryan's adoptive father Reece 
(Ray Liotta) wants his son to follow him 
into the ministry instead of indulging in 
that vulgar rocking and rolling. Unfortu- 
nately, the film's songs are largely bland 
— though in fairness, so were the ma- 
jority of the songs in Presley's 1960s 
films — and a bit of dialogue suggesting 
that Elvis exists in The Identical's uni- 
verse creates a paradox that should tear 
a King-sized hole in the space-time con- 
tinuum. The Identical also has strong re- 
ligious overtones, but perhaps because 
it has more of a Judaic bent, it lacks the 
“Christians are a persecuted minority” 
hysteria of many current religious films. 
If anything, the film’s message seems to 
be that God wants you to do your own 
thing and be happy. What a concept!

their hearts as a means of survival. 
Janos $zasz’s The Notebook considers 
the latter. As World War II winds down 
and Hungarian cities become increas- 
ingly dangerous and desperate, a young 
mother (Gyéngyvér Bognar) drops her 
13-year-old twin sons (Andras Gyémant 
and Laszl6 Gyémant) off to live with 
their grandmother in the country. Her 
neighbors refer to her as “The Witch,” 
not for any mystical reasons, but be- 
cause she’s a deeply unpleasant person, 
and she wastes no time in abusing the 
twins. Recognizing that the weak perish 
first and that any kind of consistent mo- 
rality in wartime is impossible (while 
blackmailing a priest, they call him out 
on the speciousness of the Ten Com- 
mandments), the twins hurt and starve 
themselves while desensitizing them- 
selves to mercy, compassion, or any 
other human needs beyond basic, brutal 
survival. And, following the final orders 
from their father (Ulrich Mathes) be- 
fore he went off to war, they carefully 
document their descent into inhuman- 
ity. The Notebook is dark and violent 
and never less than compelling, and 
could probably never be made in Amer- 
ica due to its unsentimental view of 
children. Americans are, after all, the 
ones who nicknamed World War II 
“The Good War.” SC

A Letter to Momo The hand-drawn pastel beauty of 


Hiroyuki Okiura’s A Letter to Momois a good tipoff 
to its maker's emotional sensitivity. This animated 
world of mild blue seaside skies and fresh mossy 
woods is as safe an environment for an 11-year-old 
girl to cope with grief as we could possibly ask for 
— even and especially when it gets permeated by 
mischievous supernatural forces. Momo relocates 
with her mother to a pastoral island after the death 
of her father; the titular letter is from him, but 
“Dear Momo” was as far as he got. So she carries 
it around with her, wondering what he wanted to 
say, and regretting the fight they had when last 
she saw him alive. Help is available from a trio of 
weirdo spirits — “Originally they were gods but had 
fallen into goblins,’ as someone explains — and 
from Okiura, who respects both the complexity of 
grieving and the value of clowning without over- 
playing his hand on either front. So we have here a 
cartoon involving goblins that somehow manages 
to emphasize and appreciate the preciousness of 
human naturalism. Filmmakers of live-action fare, 
even that which ostensibly is aimed at adults, could 
learn a lot from its tact. (JK) 


The Last of Robin Hood Richard Glatzer and Wash 


Westmoreland'’s film is a Hollywood history lesson 
which manages to rise somewhat above the level 
of the average biopic. As both his health and his 
career are declining, aging swashbuckler Errol Flynn 
(Kevin Kline) falls in lust with aspiring starlet Beverly 
Aadland (20-year-old Dakota Fanning, playing 
15). Beverly's mother Florence (Susan Sarandon) 
works the situation to her advantage, letting the 
relationship proceed while holding the threat of 
a Statutory rape charge over Flynn in order to 
experience the Hollywood lifestyle she'd always 
craved, while still looking out for her daughter's 
best interests ... sort of. As both history and the 
opening scene of The Last of Robin Hood tell us, 
Flynn died in 1959 just as the media scandal was 
inevitably breaking, leaving it to the Aadland women 
to deal with the fallout. It's probably a sign of the 
involvement of producers Christine Vachon and 
Todd Haynes (Velvet Goldmine, I’m Not There) 
that the characters are treated sympathetically, 
particularly Florence. Stage mothers make for easy 
villains, and heaven knows she makes bad choices, 
including bragging that she acquired a fake ID for 
her teenage daughter. But Sarandon finds the 
character's humanity, and The Last of Robin Hood 
suggests that in the Hollywood machine, there are 
no good choices. (SC)

A Summer's Tale Eric Rohmer’s A Summer's Tale 


originally was released to French theaters in 1996, 
but the new HD restoration has the curious effect of 
making it feel more like a 1986 made-for-French-TV 
movie. Gaspard (Melvil Poupaud) is an introverted 
young mathematician and songwriter who arrives 
at a Seaside resort town in Brittany for a three-week 
vacation before starting a new job. While waiting 
for his sorta-kinda girlfriend Léna (Aurélia Nolin) to 
join him, Gaspard strikes up a friendship with flirty 
waitress Margot (Amanda Langlet), who encourages 
him to hook up with her friend Soléne (Gwenaélle 
Simon). A Summer's Tale is shot very simply using 
natural light, with an emphasis on medium tracking 
shots of Gaspard and one of the three girls walking 
through Brittany. The archetype of the spunky yet 
unattainable girl who dedicates herself to helping 
a shy boy come out of his shell has been around for 
along time, and probably isn't going away anytime 
too soon, but Margot almost feels like the template 
for that particular male fantasy. On the other hand, 
A Summer's Tale features sea shanties! (SC) 


Jamie Marks Is Dead This dire nocturne from writ- 


er-director Carter Smith explores a love triangle be- 
tween the ghost of a bullied teenager (Noah Silver), 
the girl (Morgan Saylor) who discovered his corpse, 
and that other boy (Cameron Monaghan) who just

came over to see her rock collection but couldn't 
help noticing their risen classmate standing outside, 
looking all damp and vulnerable in his skivvies and 
portentously cracked Harry Potter glasses, wanting 
an exchange of whispered sweet nothings. Good old 
adolescence: Everything's weird, nothing makes a 
single lick of logical sense, and all the feelings are 
just so very intense. This is how you turn Christopher 
Barzak’s young-adult novel One for Sorrow into a 
Sundance-approved motion picture. First, recruit 
sensitive and eager young actors into thinly but 
artfully sketched roles. (Liv Tyler also appears, as a 
variously incapacitated mom.) Next, try to distract 
the audience from possibly laughable dialogue with 
wan blue cinematography and soundtrack clumps of 
minor piano chords. Finally, remember, and never 
doubt, that sexual trepidation sometimes can be 
downright ghoulish. (JK) 


Life of Crime Elmore Leonard's 1978 novel The Switch 


almost became a movie 30 years ago, but it got 
beaten to the punch by the very similar action 
comedy Ruthless People. ‘| don't think there's 
a real big market for kidnap movies where the 
hostage winds up liking the kidnappers,” bragged 
the latter's writer to the L.A. Times in 1985. Now we 
can see about that. The hostage in Life of Crime, as 
writer-director Daniel Schechter’s modest adapta- 
tion of The Switch is called, is played by Jennifer 
Aniston, still a little sitcomish after all these years 
but agreeable as the well-to-do housewife of a 
shakedown-deserving developer played by Tim 
Robbins. What really counts, though, is that matter 
of liking the kidnappers, which she and we do 
because they're played by Yasiin Bey (forevermore 
to be known as “formerly Mos Def") and John 
Hawkes. These are the characters played by Samuel 
L. Jackson and Robert De Niro in the movie based 
on the novel's sequel, Jackie Brown, two actors 
now deeply sunken into bombastic self-parody, 
whereas Bey and Hawkes still have sympathies 
to earn and talents to prove. True, humility might 
not be what most moviegoers want from Elmore 
Leonard adaptations now; if Steven Soderbergh's 
hugely entertaining Out of Sight seems like the 
high-water mark, that’s partly thanks to the bor- 
derline-aggressive movie-star charisma of George 
Clooney and Jennifer Lopez. While Schechter takes 
the hairpin plot-turns more cautiously than more 
flamboyant and better-known directors might, 
leaving Aniston and supporting actors Isla Fisher 
and Will Forte seeming sometimes almost idle, at 
least Bey and especially the humble genius Hawkes 
get to make this movie very much their own. (JK) 


Love is Strange The title of Ira Sachs’ Love is Strange 


isn't necessarily inaccurate, but more descriptive 
titles might have been Family is a Pain, Hell is Other 
People, or Catholics Ruin Everything. When aging 
Catholic-school music teacher George (Alfred 
Molina) marries his lifelong boyfriend Ben (John 
Lithgow), the archdiocese promptly fires George 
for breach of their No-Homo contract, aka the 
“Christian Witness Statement.”” Now unable to 
afford their Manhattan apartment, Ben and George 
individually move in with friends and family, much to 
the chagrin of all involved — especially Ben's author 
niece Kate (Marisa Tomei) and her moody son Joey 
(Charlie Tahan, doing a lot of acting with his darting 
eyes), with whom Ben shares a bunk bed. Meanwhile, 
George encounters his own generation gap living 
with gay policeman and Dungeons & Dragons nerd 
Ted (Cheyenne Jackson). The elegiac, beautifully 
shot Love is Strange has a peculiar relationship 
with the passage of time; a given scene will often 
linger on an image or piece of music, but then the 
next scene will jump weeks or months ahead, often 
breezing past significant events. By the same token, 
the 94-minute movie has one ending too many, as 
its final scenes change the focus of what came 
before in a way that’s not entirely satisfying. (SC) 


The November Man Roger Donaldson's The November 


Man is the sort of classic spy movie that's perfect 
to watch with your dad. Sourced from Bill Granger's 
There Are No Spies, retired CIA agent Devereaux 
(Pierce Brosnan) gets pulled back in for one last 
assignment in Eastern Europe, finding himself in 
a deadly game of cat-and-mouse with his former 
protégé Mason (Luke Bracey) while protecting 
Alice (Olga Kurylenko), a Serbian social worker who 
knows too much. Though The November Mankills a 


child in the first 10 minutes to show that it means 
business, most of the film is a goofy, formulaic 
romp. This is the kind of role Brosnan can do in his 
sleep, and pretty much did for the last couple of 
James Bond pictures, but he’s clearly having fun 
with the material; many things explode, plot holes 
are barreled through, and no trope is left unturned, 
including a straight-faced use of the timeless “You 
look like shit.” Unfortunately, The November Man's 
attitude toward its female characters is similarly 
retrograde — including young Mason sleeping with 
his hot blond neighbor mostly to establish he has a 
big ol’ case of the Not-Gays. (SC) 

The Trip to Italy Known for making films that don't 
resemble each other, director Michael Winterbottom 
tries a sequel to his quasi-fictive road movie The 
Trip with Steve Coogan and Rob Brydon on a tour 
of English restaurants and rich comedic rivalry. 
This Italian reprise sounds delicious, but can they 
top the dueling Michael Caine impressions? Well, 
they can at least acknowledge the folly of sequels 
right up front, before promptly launching into 
guffaw-inducing geek-out riffs on The Dark Knight 
Rises. Coogan and Brydon both understand that 
people who do impressions can be tiring, and 
vaguely bullying; without signposting it too much, 
they encourage us to remember that in this luxe 
vacation-dream of life-escape they're also doing 
impressions of themselves. Which is all to say that 
neither its stars nor its director seem content to 
let The Trip to Italy lapse into mere glossy, funny 
travelogue. The fact of having organized their scenic 
amble around meals encourages real existential 
questions about appetite for life and related anxiety 
of mortality - made most explicit in a surprising 
and tonally delicate sequence at Pompeii. (JK)

America’s Next Top 
Disappointment 


Amazon Prime Instant is 
proof that billions of dollars can’t save 
everything. The behemoth has been on- 
line TV’s ugly stepchild next to Hulu 
Plus and Netflix despite its rollout eight 
years ago. Still, it perseveres, and even 
renewed its snoozer of a D.C. dramedy, 
Alpha House, for a second season. 

Like any network, every year the 
powers that be at the company sift 
through dozens of pilot ideas then 
choose several to produce. Five of 
these went live recently and we the 
viewers are supposed to watch and 
rate them; those with the highest rat- 
ings will get greenlit to continue. On 
the surface they are doing everything 
right. They choose directors with 
Sundance awards, 
actresses with 
indie cred, and 
writers with single, 
eccentric visions. 
The output, how- 
ever, is never quite 
socko enough to 
make me want to 
pay to watch any of 
this stuff. Perhaps 
you might find 
something you like 
in this digital bouil- 
labaisse, but here’s 
my highly opinionated low-down: 


The Cosmopolitans 

Young American expats living in 
Paris hop from cafes to parties to bis- 
tros and have conversations. There's a 
slight Woody Allen vibe to the whole 
thing, minus any wit, which is sad 
since this is supposed to be a comedy. 
Lo and behold, who should be behind 
the whole thing but Whit Stillman, 
who brought us such droll pretense 
as Barcelona and Metropolitan. I hate 
these people and hope they all die. 
Chloé Sevigny stars as a fashion 
blogger, and as usual, she cannot act. 
Ptooey. Yech. Blergh. 


Really 

A thirtysomething couple with two 
kids hangs out with other thirtysome- 
things and they do stuff like have sex 
and then their little kid walks in and 
then the wife puts off the sex until the 
next night as she applies her earplugs, 
face mask, and dental guard for the 
evening. Been there, done that, TV 
universe. Please tell me that this show 
isn’t “different” because it’s a white 
woman married to a man of Indian 
descent? Ptooey. Yech. Blergh. 


Red Oaks 

Finally someone has come up with 
the brilliant idea of basing a TV show 
on ’80s teensploitation flics. Red Oaks 
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takes place in a country club of the 
same name in 1985 and has subtle 
nods to its forbears, but it also is smart 
enough to have the pathos that sepa- 
rated, say, Valley Girl from Hamburger... 
The Motion Picture. Craig Roberts plays 
tennis instructor David, a normal-look- 
ing dude in the grand tradition of John 
Cusack. The Belushi-esque Oliver Coo- 
per plays the resident Booger character 
to a T. Most importantly, the show is 
actually funny. 


Hand of God 
It’s pretty amazing that Ron Perl- 
man has had such a successful career 
as a leading man instead of a character 
actor, because damned if he doesn’t 
resemble an albino 
orangutan. He 
stars in this hour- 
long drama about 
a debauched judge 
who finds God 
and also vows to 
avenge his raped 
daughter. His son 
remains in a coma 
on a ventilator 
after trying to save 
his sister, and Per- 
Iman is convinced 
that his boy is com- 
municating to him telepathically about 
finding the rapist. Shades of it remind 
me of the fantastic show Boss, which 
was sadly cancelled by Starz but starred 
Kelsey Grammer as a crooked mayor of 
Chicago wrestling with dementia. Hand 
of God is filmmaker Marc Forster’s baby 
(World War Z, Monster’s Ball) but simply 
watching the pilot isn’t really enough 
to go on. And when Amazon wants us 
to shell out cash in order to view its 
content, a solid “maybe I'll watch” ain’t 
going to cut it. 


Hysteria 

Shaun Cassidy is behind this one, 
and the former teen idol has a track 
record of coming up with great con- 
cepts that get cheezified in production 
(American Gothic). Mena Suvari is this 
series’ Clarice Starling. Instead of an 
FBI agent, she plays a neurologist who 
investigates a girls’ dance team that 
has, er, been taken over by some tech- 
nological “virus,” or something, which 
results in twitching and hospitaliza- 
tions. Somehow all of this is related to 
Suvari's childhood and a murder that 
took place. She consults her nutty 
brother on death row about the case 
like he’s Hannibal Lecter (again, why?)

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A Tourist in the Mouth 
of the Wolf 


The threat of calamity is aconstant pairing in wine country.

When the sun came up over 
the Vaca Mountains on Sunday, Aug. 24, 
the streets of downtown Napa were run- 
ning red with Cabernet. A 6.0 earth- 
quake at 3:20 that morning had shaken 
up homes and municipal buildings and 
sent more than 100 people to the hospi- 
tal, but the damage to the region's winer- 
ies, wine bars, and tasting rooms quickly 
became the dominant story. Tweets and 
Instagrams flew around the internet 
from locals and early-on-the-scene re- 
porters, bringing the world visions of 
toppled wine barrels in warehouses, the 
smashed remains of hundreds of glass 
bottles in supermarkets and wine bars, 
and red and white varietals spilling out 
of stainless steel tanks and mingling in 
pools on winery floors. 

For a while it looked like the 
Napa wine scene had taken a major 
hit, maybe one that it would never 
properly recover from. But as incon- 
venient and expensive as the earth- 
quake is proving to be, it probably 
will not have a significant impact on 
the region’s $13 billion wine indus- 
try, according to its nonprofit trade 
group, the Napa Valley Vintners 
Association. This has as much to do 
with the quake’s fairly low severity as 
it does the collaborative, hardworking 
spirit of the region. Some tasting 
rooms opened the day of the quake, 
and most of the hardest-hit wineries 
reopened within the week. The grape 
harvest, which came early this year 
because of the drought, is continu- 
ing as planned, with lesser affected 
wineries helping out the hardest-hit. 
Though most wineries suffered loss, 
some significant, the consensus 
among winemakers is that this is part 
of the bargain you make when you 
farm in the seismically formed Napa 
Valley, a place where subterranean 
activity makes the soil that makes 
dozens of wine varietals possible. 

As the wine industry rolled on, so 
did the great Napa Valley tourism ma- 
chine. Napa’s the closest thing we’ve 
got to a domestic Tuscany, and the re- 
gion caters to 3 million visitors annu- 
ally, who bring in about $1.4 billion in 
revenue. Most downtown restaurants 
and bars simply swept up the bro- 
ken glass and reopened Monday or 
Tuesday, if they had closed at all. To

be a wine country tourist a few days 
after the quake was a disorienting 
experience: an enjoyable, exceedingly 
pleasant visit to a disaster zone. 


That’s not to say there weren’t 
signs of destruction and chaos. Four 
days after the quake, downtown Napa 
was still a maze of streets and side- 
walks cordoned off with yellow caution 
tape and temporary chain-link fences; 
some buildings, like those housing 
restaurants Sushi Mambo and Don 
Perico, bore ominous red tags declar- 
ing the building UNSAFE in big block 
letters. Earthquake damage, which at 
press time was estimated to be around 
$300 million, was still being assessed. 
Massive trailers from private disas- 
ter-relief companies shared parking 
space with media trucks. Every block 
had several windows boarded up with 
plywood. 

But for every business that was 
closed, there were at least three that 
were open and happy to serve — even 
ones that had faced significant loss, 
though you wouldn't know it if you 
didn’t inquire. Lucero Olive Oil made 
the news on the Sunday of the quake 
as about 80 percent of the store’s Cal- 
ifornia olive oil and vinegar inventory 
seeped from broken bottles under 
its front doors. Employees pitched in

and helped with the cleanup, and on 
Wednesday the store was back open 
and serving samples of its choco- 
late-infused olive oil and fig balsamic 
vinegar with no signs of the wreckage 
that had reigned earlier in the week, 
save for some olive oil stains on the 
front sidewalk. 

Oxbow Market, a smaller version 
of San Francisco's Ferry Building near 
the Napa River, reopened Monday 
morning. Many of its tenants, like 
Ritual Coffee, Hog Island Oyster Co., 
and housewares shop Poor House, 
had lost some inventory (mostly shat- 
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tered glassware), but the new build- 
ing itself had been fine, a manager at 
Hog Island explained — it had fared 
much better than his house, where he 
was still cleaning up. His story, which 
echoed that of other local servers, 
wine pourers, and bartenders, was 

a reminder that even though the 
earthquake felt like an abstraction in 
the face of a dozen oysters and a crisp 
glass of Sauvignon Blanc, it had rup- 
tured the Napa community in ways 
that weren’t immediately discernible 
to the tourist’s eye. 


It was similarly possible to forget 
the quake had happened over a Pimm’s 
Cup on the sunny rooftop deck at The 
Thomas, a recently renovated Main 
Street dive that now serves $18 cheese- 
burgers and $12 plates of heirloom cru- 
dites with truffled baba ganoush. But 
there were small signs that this wasn’t 
just another languid day in wine country: 
the antennas of the news trucks sticking 
up over window boxes full of succulents, 
the two men peering over the railing to 
survey the structural damage of the 
building they owned next door. Aman 
approached them with a business card in 
his outstretched hand. He was a contrac- 
tor up from the city offering his services, 
just another in the swarm of insurance 
adjusters, cleanup crews, and govern- 
ment officials who had descended on the 
city since the 24th. 

Most of these hangers-on found 
solace, as did many locals, at Down- 
town Joe’s, the riverfront brewery and 
public house across the street, which 
has a history of staying open. Napa 
residents gathered there during the 
river's flood in 2006 and they gathered 
there after the quake, even when the 
town had no power. Its bar seats were 
filled with as many neighbors drinking 
beer and eating happy hour burgers 
as tourists; the only concession to 
the quake was a hand-lettered sign: 
“Feeling shaky? Time for a beer.” Har- 
ried-but-friendly staff rang a bell over 
the bar every time a local entered or 
left, exchanging jibes or pleasantries, 
reminding those who didn't belong 
what a small, working-class, agricul- 
tural town Napa is at heart. 

Two men from the U.S. Geological 
Survey, in town to measure after- 
shocks, were eating burgers at the bar. 
They'd been dispatched to Virginia 
in 2011 after that earthquake and 
had found themselves comforting 
a freaked-out populace; here they 
praised the cheerful, stoic, let’s-get- 
on-with-things reaction of Napa resi- 
dents. But that’s part of the worldview 
in a place like Napa — its residents 
can't be ruffled when the inevitable 
happens, even if it is unpredictable. 
Should a 10.0 earthquake someday 
swallow the region, if there’s a place 
still standing, it'll be open, awaiting 
the oenophiles of the apocalypse.

Tacos By 
the Book

Is there a better food than 
the taco? So easily eaten by hand, so 
versatile with its fillings, and so many 
delicious accompaniments: salsas, 
pickled onions, avocado, lime, a 
spunky tequila cocktail ... if there is a 
more perfect thing to eat, don’t tell 
that to the patrons of Tacolicious. 

Since its humble beginnings as a 
taco stand at the Ferry Plaza Farm- 
ers Market five years ago, Tacolicious 
has expanded to three San Francisco 
locations and a 
fourth in Palo 
Alto. And owners 
Joe Hargrave and 
Sara Deseran are 
the first to say 
they could not 
have predicted its 
SUCCESS. 

It was a fateful 
trip to Mexico 
City that sealed 
Tacolicious’ fate. 
Armed with a list 
of recommended 
restaurants from 
Mexican food 
champion and 
chef Rick Bay- 
less, who had eaten in their Spanish 
restaurant a few nights before, the 
couple had a few tacos they found 
life-changing. These were so simple 
yet perfectly executed, they found 
themselves asking, “How can we 
bring these flavors back home?” 

Of course, it’s not like San Fran- 
cisco was lacking in Mexican food 
before Tacolicious came along. But 
the couple was onto something. As

Deseran, restauranteur and edi- 
tor-at-large for San Francisco mag- 
azine, explains, “Mexican cooking, 
done well, is something that crosses 
borders. People get hooked on it — 
all sorts of people.” 

That idea is explored in Taco- 
licious: Festive Recipes for Tacos, 
Snacks, Cocktails and More, the new 
cookbook by Deseran, with help 
from Hargrave, Antelmo Faria, and 
Mike Barrow, and photographed by 
Alex Farnum. In the introduction, 
Deseran warns, “Start making a list 
now, because after mastering a few 
recipes, I promise that you're going 
to want to host a party.” It’s that 
kind of book. 

The book starts out with a chapter 
on salsas, pickles, and more (“You 
shouldn't judge 
a book by its 
cover, but we 
think you should 
judge a cook by 
his or her salsa,” 
Deseran writes). 
The snacks and 
sides chapter 
includes various 
ceviches, Taco- 
licious’ famous 
tuna tostadas, 
tortas, quesadil- 
las, empanadas, 
tamales, and 
Mexican versions 
of hamburgers 
and hot dogs. 
The taco chapter features at least 20 
different variations, ranging from the 
obvious, like carnitas and lengua, to 
surprising, like a breakfast taco with 
eggs or a vegetarian one heaped with 
butternut squash, kale, and pepitas.

I’m sitting in the Mucky 
Duck with Jimmy, who called me up 
today and told me that his old mentor 
from back in Montana was in town, 
and he wondered if I could meet him. 

“This guy’s important,” Jimmy 
said. “He’s the guy who first taught 
me how to dig a ditch.” 

Of course I said yes. 

Craig was recently elected the 
mayor of the 800-person town he 
lives in, which, he says, has let its 
infrastructure get so bad that it 
now needs more than $50 million 
in repairs to its water system. How 
does a town with just over 800 peo- 
ple raise that kind of money? “It’s 
going to be the work of a gen- 
eration,’ he says. Unfortu- 
nately he’s getting ready 
to retire. He’s going 
to try to leave them 
with a solid plan be- 
fore he leaves pub- 
lic life. Something 
everybody can rally 
behind when he’s 
gone. 

The Mucky 
Duck is a sports 
bar’s sports bar: 
lots of screens, good 
jukebox, pool table, 
better-than-average 
beer selection (for a sports 
bar), great Bloody Marys, and 
absolutely no pretension. I order 
an Arrogant Bastard, which Jimmy 
finds hilarious. 

“T can’t believe you ordering 
that!” he says over and over. “It’s 
perfect!” Thanks, Jimmy. 

The story, as Jimmy tells it, is 
that he was a teenager working in 
a sandwich shop one day (he pan- 
tomimes slathering mayonnaise 
on bread) until Craig came in and 
said, “Hey, kid, you want to make 
some extra money doing some side 
work?” 

“I said yes,” Jimmy says. “I mean, 
sure. And so that night I found 
myself digging a ditch, my back 
was sore, my body aching, getting 
blisters on my fingers, and just 
having the time of my life, and I 
thought, ‘I can get paid to work like 
this! I had no idea!” 

Since he’s come to San Francisco, 
Jimmy has helped build massive 
art installations, created robot 
fighting rings, built boats out of 
garbage, worked the lighting for 
Center Camp Café at Burning Man, 
and been the go-to gopher for Camp 
Tipsy ... he’s everywhere, using his 
hands to help a whole arts move- 







ment develop in rickety buildings 
and DIY masonry. 

“How'd you know?” I ask Craig. 
“How did you know: This kid will 
make it happen?” 

Craig waved the question away. 
“T tried to get lots of kids to help 
me,’ he says. “It was trial and error. 
They didn’t work out. They'd be 
digging and I'd leave for a half hour 
and come back and find they hadn't 
gotten any farther, and they'd say 
“There’s a rock in the hole. I don’t 
know what to do!’ But Jimmy, he 
was the one who worked out.” 

We all laugh. “Oh man, I’ve hired 
that kid,” Jimmy says. “T tell him 
to help me pull up a carpet and get 
the nails out, and then I tell him to 
clean up all the dirt from the floor 
while I’m gone, and then when I get 
back I find he’s asleep on the damn 
carpet!” 

One day Craig told Jimmy it 
was time to go and gave him some 

tools. Jimmy got on a bus 
and, eventually, ended up 
here, where he’s helped 
shape a culture. 
That’s how this 
works. 

I don’t really 
know why Jimmy 
asked me to meet 
Craig. I’m worried 
that the kid looks 
at me as a mentor 

figure too. He can 
ae do better. Why isn’t

WACHS The Mucky Duck 
was also Jimmy’s choice 


of bars. As long as we were 
nearby, that’s the one he want- 
ed to go to. Fair enough: It’s about 
as straightforward as a bar gets. I’ve 
lived in this neighborhood for years, 
and people love this place. I’m not a 
sports bar guy — | think Jimmy can 
do better — but I can tell you how 
much people adore this spot. It’s a 
bar for people who don't like bars to 
walk in and feel right at home. 

Jimmy asks me if I’ve heard of 
“Burling,” and when I say no, he 
tells me that Craig invented it. 

“It’s a combination of ‘bowling’ 
and ‘curling,” Craig explains. “Curl- 
ing stones are actually really expen- 
sive, so instead for Burling you take 
a bowling ball, cut it in half, attach 
handles to each half, and play with 
that. What do you think?” 

I’m not a sports guy, but I can 
tell him the complete and unvar- 
nished truth: “You had me at ‘cut a 
bowling ball in half.” 

That’s the sort of idea that a man 
might leave behind as a legacy.

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A tutorial on footwork. 


By Chris Zaldua 


The story of how footwork 
— hyper-fast, repetitive, mesmeriz- 
ing bass-heavy dance music from Chi- 
cago — transcended its local roots 
and became a global phenomenon is 
as much a story about postmodernity, 
and the way the internet has changed 
the way we listen to, consume, and 
share music, as it is about footwork 
itself. 

Footwork began in the late 1980s 
as “juke,” a sped-up, 150-beat-per- 
minute twist on ghetto house from 
Chicago. Street dancers developed 
new dance techniques, feet shuf- 
fling at a breakneck pace, to match 
the increased tempo — and called it 
footwork. By the early 2000s these 
footwork dancers began DJing and 
producing their own tunes at even 
faster speeds (160-165 b.p.m. is 
standard), stripping tracks down to 
a blur of snares, syncopated kicks, 
and chopped-up vocal samples. 

RP Boo, this party’s headliner, 
is widely credited as being the first 
footwork producer, the one who 
laid out the map in Chicago. But it 
wasn't until two British DJs and 
label heads (Mike Paradinas aka 
mu-ziq, owner of electronic label 
Planet Mu, and Steve Goodman, 
aka Kode9, owner of label Hyper- 
dub) began to explore footwork 
and, eventually, release it on their

As Weezer’s quality continues to decline, every passing album lends cre- 
dence to a theory about the band’s ex-bassist Matt Sharp.

There’s just one thing you should be trying 
to convince your wife of right now, SNAP, and 
it’s this: You aren’t gonna put up with her abu- 
sive bullshit anymore. So go gather your things 
together — don’t forget your balls — and move 
the hell out. 

Because this conflict has nothing to do with 
porn, it has nothing to do with your character, 
and it has nothing to do with the criminal behav- 
ior of your wife’s best friend’s cousin. (Whatever 
the fuck to that rationalization.) The issue here 
— the only issue — is that you made the mistake 
of marrying a controlling, irrational, abusive 
psycho. Sticking around to reason with a CIAP 
doesn't get you anywhere. Begging and pleading 
with your wife — desperately trying to convince 
her that you're the person she fell in love with — 
only demonstrates that you'll take whatever she 
dishes out and come crawling back for more.

Being alone — and being 
free to enjoy porn — is better than being with 
someone like your wife. But if you can’t stand 
the thought of being alone, if you absolutely, 
positively must stay with this woman for rea- 
sons you don't list (does she have any redeeming 
qualities?), then you will have to tell the CIAP

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have a problem (you don’t). Find a therapist

If you go to BabyCenter.com and search “safe to ski 
while pregnant,’ you'll find a post that says, yeah, 
skiing is safe enough during the first two trimes- 
ters and highly unlikely to harm the fetus — bar- 
ring a major accident. (Skiing is obviously no-go 
during the third trimester.) Mary Lake Polan, chair 
emeritus of the department of gynecology and ob- 
stetrics at Stanford University School of Medicine, 
included this in her response to the ski- 
ing-while-pregnant question: “[The] baby is very 
well protected in the uterus — it usually takes a car 
accident or major trauma to harm the baby.” 

I've never been pregnant myself, BWB, but 
I snowboard and I have been tied up — and 
snowboarding is a lot more physically taxing. 
Twisted Monk, the bondage expert and hemp 
rope merchant (twistedmonk.com), advises cou- 
ples who want to do bondage while one partner 
is pregnant to stick to “limb ties” (rope around 
arms and legs, no rope around torsos and 
breasts). Hardcore BDSMers are advised to avoid 
serious pain and/or fear play, as both can result 
in the release of stress hormones; fetal exposure 
to stress hormones has been linked to low birth 
weight, restricted blood flow to the uterus, and 
adult mood disorders. 

So stick to limb ties only, BWB, avoid scary 
fear-play scenes, and don’t let your husband tie 
you up in a moving car.
